relative to the above types of contracting. The business 
operates from the owner's homey formerly 2818 E. 8th Street, 
KCMO and since October, 1958 at 9021 Delmar, Johnson County, 
Xansas. The business is described as a steadily growing and 
successful one and GURERA is described as well experienced 
and well regarded in this type of work. 


The most recent estimates placed the net worth of 
the business at approximately $100,000 and the previous 
years gf sales at $160,000,with profits in the low five figures. 
No outside financing was reported. Number of employees _ 
varies according to the job and was recently reported as 15, 


The following information was set forth.pertaining 
to GURERA. 


He was reportedly born in 1924; a native of 
Missouri; and married; from 1944 to 1948 he was the partner 
operating the Hotel Main at 1426 Main Street, XCMO; from 
1949 to 1950 operated a trucking business in KCMO; nine months 
in 1950 to 1951 operated a service station in O with moderate 


success arch 11, 1957 he entered 
to operate Labo's and Joe's Delicatessen, 
Linwood, KCMO. The business suffered a fire loss 9/1/57 


and operations have been discontinued. On 9/5/58 an indictment 
was returned by the County Grand Jury, case number 28806, Jackson 
County Circuit Court, charging GURERA with arsen of insured 
property in connection with explosion and fire at the 
delicatessen 9/1/57. T 


The case was continued to November 10, 1958 and 
GURERA was released on $5,000 bond. No further information 
was recorded as to disposition of this case.

If, as a result of the 
preparation of the report, it is felt that leads should: be set 
forth, these should then be set out in the report. It is. also 
to be noted that the Internal Revenue Service has been conducting 
investigation.on a number of prominent individuals in the Kansas 
City area, and in those cases where a memorandum is noted in a 
substantive case file to the effect that such investigation is 
being conducted, the Agent preparing the report should contact 
Internal Revenue Supervisor] Jasa secure current infor- 
mation as to the status of eir investigation as well as other d 
pertinent information developed. 


Inasmuch as this is an intelligence type report "T" 
symbols will be used when necessary, and proper paraphrasing 
should be done to protect the identity and nature of the source.
